As the photographing company, Root Studios out of Chicago, III., took all album pictures and various sports pictures. Most other 
pictures were taken by student photographers and developed in the publication's darkroom. 

The book was distributed in the fall of 2000. At registration, the book sold for $25 and was raised to $40 at the end of the year.
